I now bid you adieu, thanking 
vou (or the space pan granted me for the 
many letters I have written you from this 
place. 



Editor RmuUh 

As I am n common teacher in the school 
o( this State I leel it my duty to express views 
in regard to the $27'>,0O0, more or less, which 
is actually due the children of this State, 
but by some hook or crook hns been Other* 
wise disbursed. In justice to mvselt, my 
conntrv, and the poor children ol this Slate 
do I grasp my pen to agitate a question that 
I know is right, and 1 believe that the idea 
which 1 advance upon this question will 
meet with the approval ol all who ur» 
friendly to the cause ot education. Now ii 
the lirst place, we have from three to flvi 
months tree schools lor the purpose of edu- 
cating pupils Irom six to twenty vean 
in Ihe common branches, for which tlx 
teachers receive f 1,40 per capita. But in 
some cases the per capita is swelled a little 
by the patrons, who leel willing to give a 
teacher a reasonable compensation lor hit 
services. It to the atUOOhl of money which 
has been collected from all sources wei 
added the per cent, that is justly due Hi 
the children ot this State it would make th 
per capita so large that it would enabl 
some distiicls to have from eight to to 
months school taught instead of five. As 
it is we have but live months Mhooll i 
which the|ieachers pay is but little and th 

pupil not advanced much. Why? Beoaui 

the session is so short that by the time th 
teacher gets them rightly started the term 
expires and we Have no more school for 
seven months, unless by subscription, when, 
il all moneys which are set apart by the 

laws ol this Commonwealth were so dis- 
bursed iiidel'raving the expenses ol the school 
we could have a better corps ot teachers, 
pay better salaries, have more lengthy 
' better schools.

against the Auditor lor the amount of 
Railroad lax, Ac, which should have heen 
paid over to the school lund, but lie bad 
iailed to ilo so when it was his duty accon- 
ing to the laws ol the State. Now how can 
he be relieved ol this mistake by an act of 
the Legislature? I think it can only be done 
by the laws whieh oontroll the public, f«i;d 
oi this State, which is the only and right 
way to settle the matter. 1 do not mean to 
say that the Auditor knowingly made the 
mistake, but according to rumor the mis- 
take was made, and il ought to be settled 
according to justice. There is a teachers' 
Iriend in the city of Franklort, who has 
feriled out this miatake and should he be suc- 
cesslnl in having the matter settled in favor 
ot the poor children ol this Commonwealth, 
he certainly would be entitled to the lasting 
gratitude of all who are interested in the 
schools of the State, 

I notice a cull lor the teachers to meet at 
the Court-house on the 221 inst., at 2 p. in., 
to discuss this subject, and am very sorry 
that I cannot avail mysell of the oppor- 
tunity to meet with them, but cannot as 1 
want to close my school on that day, but 
hope that nil other teacheis of the county 
will be present.
